“W ith Christ After Pentecost,” was

Rev. Franklin H. 
Mlnck, pastor of the First Christian 
church here yesterday. 
The Rev. Mr. Mlnck said in part: 
“After Pentecost the disciples were 
trying to live life as Christ lived It 
and would have them live It. When 
they thought 
of public 
worship, 
they asked what did Christ do and 
what would He have us doT 
“In the life of Jesus they found 
that the external forms of public 
worship were secondary 
and yet 
they were essential. ‘Jesus believed 
in the worship of God and was care­ 
ful always to maintain the forms 
which nourish and guard the high 
sentim ents of 
the 
heart.’ (C. E. 
Jefferson). He condemned the for­ 
malism of the Pharisees but he did 
not 
condemn 
sincere 
religious 
forms. We would not think of do­ 
ing away with the form* of polite­ 
ness nor the forms which acoom- 
l>any love, for fear of losing real 
courtesy and love. 
Jesus observed 
the Jewish forms of religion as con­ 
tainers of His spirit of devotion. 
Members should attend church, not 
primarily to go through a service, 
to listen to fine music, or to hear 
a good sermon, but to get their 
restless lives and souls 
properly 
adjusted to God and to understand 
the value of eternal things. 
“However, the real heart of wor­ 
ship In the life of Jesus was his 
reverent

BY MR. FUTS 


Mr. Buron Fitts, speaking: to a larger gather­ 
ing: of business and professional women of 
Southern California in Long: Beach Saturday 
night, heartily endorsed Governor Young’s pol­ 
ices and practices in the handling of certain 
classes of prisoners by describing the way in 
which they should he handled. 
Describing a 
visit to San Quentin, Mr. Fitts vividly por­ 
trayed the need for an institution where women 
offenders may be segregated and also the need 
for an institution for boy offenders so that they 
will not take a course in crime at San Quentin 
while serving their sentences. 
For a number of months, a commission ap­ 
pointed by Governor Young has been investi­ 
gating sites for the penal institution for women. 
Funds have already been appropriated for that 
institution, as well as for the institution for 
young male offenders. 
W ith practically all 
preliminary investigation and study completed 
for both institutions, the announcement of the 
place chosen for the institutions will be made 
shortly, and building plans will be drawn. 
With Mr. F itts’ approval of these two institu­ 
tions, there seems to be remarkable harmony on 
the matter. The only thing Mr. Fitts neglected 
to mention in describing what should be done 
concerning these two classes of offenders was 
that Governor Young was doing it.
